Commissioner Carlin: Before we go 
into any other ordinances I would 
like to put into the record a state- 
ment that I have prepared on this 
ordinance. 


“Upon assuming office, in May, 
1949, one of my first actions was to 
reactivate the Board of Standards. 
I appointed a representative group 
consisting of the following:—Thomas 
Е. McHugh, Assistant Superirtendent 
of Schools, Chairman; Neil J. Con- 
very, Architect; John Walsack, Sec- 
retary-Treasurer of the Carpenter's 
District Council; Ellwood D. Powers, 
Engineer; and William J. Waldron, 
Builder. 
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“This Board, together with the 
Superintendent of Buildings, assumed 
the task of revising our Building 
Code so as to teke advartage of the 
technological advznces made in the 
building construction Де, consistent 
with the protection of the health 
and safety of our citizens. 


“The Bureau ol Standards is still 
continuing its studies of our Code. 
The amendments to our Building 
Code, which I am about to submit to 
the City Commission for ¿ts approval, 
are a result of their efforts. The 
Newark Code has always been most 
liberal with respert to one and two- 
family homes, «¿nd the proposed 
changes will not affect this type of 
building. 


“We are all cognizant, however, of 
the fact that if we are to meet the 
demand for proper housing of our 
citizens, our hcpe is to encourage the 
construction of multiple family 
dwellings. 


“Changes are recommended in our 
regulations goverring the use of hol- 
low masonry blocks, reinforced con- 
crete, lumber and steel, in accordance 
with modern praclice, thus giving the 
public considerabla financial benefit in 
savings in building costs ranging 
from 5% on timber and masonry 
building, to 1596 on steel and fire- 
proof buildings. The same benefits 
will accrue for kusiness and indus- 
trial construction. 


“The new Code amendments regu- 
late new forms of construction not 
heretofore covered, such ав prefab- 
ricated fire-prcof sheets and asbestos 


on special buildings. Provision 1s also 
made for allowing the use of mill 
construction in certain classes of 
buildings not heretofore covered. 
‘Table of live loads’ and ‘Floor load 
estimates’ have been revised to con- 
form with modern practice. The rules 
covering the use of concrete piles and 
wooden beams and girders have been 
simplified and make for more liberal 
requirements. Our provision, relating 
to the use of mortar, has been re- 
vised so as to permit the greater 
use of lime. The regulations pertain- 
ing to the use of steel and iron have 
been liberalized to conform to mod- 
ern use. Our Superintendent of Build- 
ings is now authorized to demand 
borings or load tests to determine 
proper sustaining power of sub-soil 
conditions under foundations. 


“To insure flexilibity to meet 
changing conditions, an amendment 
proposes that the Director of Public 
Works shall appoint a Bureau of 
Standards, consisting of five or more 
citizens of the City of Newark, pre- 
ferable an architect, an engineer, con- 
tractor, an insurance adjustor, and a 
representative of the Essex County 
Building Construction Trades Council, 
who shall serve without compensa- 
tion, and who shall act as an ad- 
visory committee to the Superintend- 
ent of Buildings for the purpose of 
adopting such rules with respect to 
materials, appliances, and methods 
of construction, аз will establish the 
conditions of approval. 


“The Board of Standards shall be 
a continuing body. Any person, firm, 
or corporation, making an applica- 


tion to use or sell material, ap- 
pliances, or a new device or method 
of construction, may apply to the 
Board for a test, and upon payment 
of the necessary cost of testing by 
the applicant, the Board shall rec- 
ommend or reject the application. 
Changes can be made by the Super- 
intendent of Buildings on the advice 
of the Board. 


“With the enactment of these 
amendments, our Code will be, by 
far, the most modern and liberal in 
the state of New Jersey. It will com- 
pare favorably with any code in the 
United States, and will be more 
modern and far superior to most of 
them.”

An adjourned public hearing on the 
1951 budget was held on the above 
date in the Commissioners! confer- 
ence room, City Hall, at 11 A.M. AH 
commissioners were present. Mayor 
presided and City Clerk 

eichenstein announced that he had 
the certification of the approved and 
amended budget by Director of Local 
Government Darby, for consideration 
by the Commissioners. 


Commissioner Carlin who said he 
was out of town during part of the 
discussion on the budget said he 
would like to ask some questions. On 
motion of Commissioner Ellenstein it 
was agreed to re-open the hearing 
on the budget. Commissioner Carlin 
then requested information on two 
items in the budget of the Depart- 
ment of Revenue and Finance. One 
was in the amount of $25,000 for 
ippraisals and the other $3,500 for 
advertising. Commissioner Ellenstein 
explained that the $25,000 was for 
pay of appraisers heard in tax ap- 
peal cases, and declared that in some 
previous budgets of the department 
the item was as much as $175,000. 
He said he brought it down to an 
absolute minimum. The $8,500 was 
spent in appeals to taxpayers to 
meet their obligations and last year 
had proved very successful. 


Explanations of various items in 
the budget of the Department of 
Public Safety were then asked for 
by Commissioner Carlin. These were 


taken up one by one by Commis-' 


sioner Keenan and answered fully. 
The answer made in reference to 
traffic signal equipment, Mr. Carlin 
said, was .not satisfactory to him. 
Questions relating to appropriations 
in the Health Department, and City 
Hospital budgets were answered by 
Commissioner Moran. An item re- 
lating to more nurses was due to the 
readjustment of hours for them, and 
other costs were covered by changes 
brought about to bring the Hospital 
up to a 1A position according to 
standards of the American Medical 
Society. Inquiries into the budget of 
the Department of Parks and Public 
Property were then made by Com- 
missioner Carlin and answered by 
Mayor Villani. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: I want 
to point this out; that of course 
going into items like this is very 
constructive, and there isn’t any 
doubt about it. But however, it could 
have been done in a very much more 
comprehensive manner and in greater 
detail if the request that was made 
by the Department of Revenue and 
Finance to all .of the Commissioners 
to get their budgets in was adhered 
to. But however, the record shows 
that that was not the case. 


I want to point out that on No- 
vember 15th I sent a letter to each 
one of the Commissioners which said; 
“With reference to the preparation 
of. the budget for 1951, may I re- 
mind you that R.S.40:2-12, the 
amended act under which the eity 
is now operating, provides that tem- 
porary appropriations be submitted 
prior to the adoption of the budget. 
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These temporary appropriations must 
be provided for within the first 30 
days of January, 1951. It is, there- 
fore, requested that you arrange to 
submit the temporary budget for 
your department no later than Jan- 
uary 10th. 


“The temporary budget must not 
exceed one-quarter of the total ap- 
propriation in the 1950 budget. This 
applies to all items with the excep- 
tion of the appropriation for relief, 
which affects the Department of Pub- 
lic Affairs, and debt service which 
affects the Department of Revenue 
and Finance. 


“Regarding the date for submitting 
the entire budget for 1951, may I 
strongly urge that the budget for 
your department be submitted not 
later than December 4th. The early 
submission of your budget will afford 
ample time to this department to 
properly analyze the individual items. 
This is necessary if we are to insure 
a final economically sound budget. 


“The budget schedule for 1951 
shows that March 11th is the latest 
date for the public hearing on the 
budget and every moment of the 
time between December 4th and that 
date will be required to properly 
analyze it." 


Not having received any reply from 
any of the Commissioners, I again 
wrote to the Commissioners on Jan- 
чагу iith. 


Now, I want to point out to Di- 
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rector Carlin and to the other Com- 
missioners—and I say Director Carlin 
because whether he had sufficient ex- 
cuse is beside the point, for not 
having attended the conferences of 
this Commission—but prior to Feb- 
ruary 8th, on a number of occasions, 
there were spasmodic conferences 
among the Commissioners 
Conference Room, and we all agreed 
that we would go back and look over 
our respective budgets and do all we 
could do to pare it down. And it 
was arranged, and Director Carlin 
was aware of it—and if my memory 
does not fail me he made that 
statement that he would be back for 
that date; and we devoted February 
8th, 9th and 10th. That was Thurs- 
day, Friday and Saturday, two days 
preceding Lincoln’s Birthday. Mr. 
Hewson was there representing Di- 
rector Carlin. 


Commissioner Keenan: I would like 
at the moment to say this, Mr. 
Mayor and members of the Commis- 
sion; in those budget sessions we had 
all of the available data with us. We 
had not only our own individual de- 
partmental budgets but copies of di- 
visional budgets; and I think it is 
grossly unfair for anyone to come 
in on the day that the budget is to 
be adopted, having had the time to 
go over them, and asking all of 
these questions, All of these ques- 
tions were answered by the various 
division heads, and answered to the 
satisfaction of all persons who were 
present,

It was agreed that 
tae appropriation should be used to 
convey 190 outstanding citizens of 
the city to Washington to appear 
before the proper authorities to reg- 
ister the city’s opposition to the 
elimination of the low renting hous- 
ing projects.

A. regular meeting of the Board 
of Commissioners was held on the 
above date in the Commissioners’ 
Chamber, 2nd floor, City Hall, New- 
ark, at 2:00 P. M. 


Mayor Villani: The meeting will 
come to order, The Clerk will call 
the roll. 


Yeas: Commissioners Carlin, El- 
lenstein, Keenan, Moran, Mayor Vil- 
lani, 


Commissioner Ellenstein moved that 
the reading of the minutes of the 
previous meeting be dispensed with. 


5002 - An ordinance to authorize 
the acquisition and installation of 
equipment, furnishings and machinery 
required for the operation of the 
City’s Department of Health, the 
Newark City Hospital, Ivy Haven and 
the City’s Relief Administration, and 
to provide for the financing of the 
cost thereof by the issuance of bonds 
and bond anticipation notes in an 
amount not to exceed $121,000. The 
date set for further hearing and final 
passage was October 31. 


5003 - An ordinance appropriating 
$24,000 for the reconstruction of elec- 
trical equipment at the City Hall out 
of the surplus proceeds of the sale 
of certain bonds issued for other pur- 
poses. October 3156 was the date set 
fcr further reading and final passage.

was adopted on third and final read- 
ing, with Mayor Villani, Commission- 
ers Ellenstein and Moran voting af- 
firmatively, and Commissioners Car- 
lin and Keenan in the negative. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: Now since 
the ordinance has passed officially, I 
want to say that it would be prepos- 
terous and certainly arbitrary for 
anybody to vote opposed to this when 
we so sorely need housing in the city 
of Newark. This will give 2,000 fam- 
ilies an opportunity to have a home 
on a Ғ.Н.А. loan, and it restricts it 
and it limits it under the Federal 
Government supervision; and I сап- 
not understand how anyone could 
logically have voted opposed to that 
when we consider that we have over 
1900 veterans that are strewn all 
over the city, living in shacks, and 
who could take advantage of this 
project. And especially those civilians, 
those many civilians who are hunting 


for family units in order to house 
their families. 


Commissioner Carlin: As long as 
Director Ellenstein saw fit to com- 
ment on it after the ordinance was 
passed, I would like to say, for the 
record, that this is just another sin 
that has been committed in the name 
of the veterans, and in my opinion 
the veterans will get no relief from 
the project as proposed by Mr, Padu- 
la. Mr. Padula has had the property 
for six or seven years and every 
time that he got into a spot where 
he could not holler anything else he 
has hollered veterans. So I would like 
to say, for the record, that I am as 
much concerned about housing for 
veterans and for all our people, but 
I still make the same statement that 
I made when we discussed this mat- 
ter, and that is that 90 per cent of 
the people who will be housed in that 
project will not be residents of New- 
ark, and that the veterans will be 
unable to afford the rent that will be 
demanded in that project. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: Assuming 
that they won’t be veterans that will 
go in there, don’t we want to build 
up a population in the city? Or do 
we want those who can’t find rooms 
in the city to go to the suburban 
areas? Assuming that the veterans 
do not participate in that—of course 
I don’t agree with that—but assum- 
ing that is so, aren’t we concerned 
with the prosperity of the city and 
its economics to have more ratables 
to bring the tax rate down, and to 
have more people living in the city? 
Every city administers to people, not 
to things; and the more people we 


have here so will private enterprise 
benefit by it, That will create far 
more spending power. And with a 
lack of people, and we have lost 
population, this city has not prog- 
ressed at all. And the only way it 
сап progress is up in the air. We 
know that it is a tight city. There 
are only 15,000 acres in the entire 
city, of which the Port Authority has 
gobbled up one-fifth, or 3,000 acres, 
and if we don't have the multiple 
units, this city will deteriorate and 
become a slum city. 


Commissioner Carlin: In answer to 
Director Ellenstein, 1 contend that 
the city will lose rather than gain 
because of this project, with the ad- 
ditional facilities that will be required 
to provide for the area. Why, your 
new school alone will cost anywhere 
from three to five million dollars, and 
any possibility of increased ratables 
will be more than eaten up by the 
other facilities that wil be required 
to be provided for. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: So that 
a city that wants to expand cannot 
increase its population to the interest 
of all those living there? You should 
take into consideration the public 
housing even though it cost more. In 
the city of Linden, in that small 
town that let General Motors go in 
there, they had to supply housing, 
which is a public need right here in 
the city of Newark. And they got all 
of that employment. And with the 
result of that they had to build fire- 
houses, they had to build sewers, 
Sehools and water mains, and the 
like. My experience in municipal af- 
fairs does not indicate to me any 


reasonable argument that is present- 
ed by Cornmissioner Carlin. 


- Commissioner Keenan: At the mo- 
ment, I cannot let go unchallenged 
my vote in the negative with regard 
to the change of the zone and the 
ordinance as presented, Originally, I 
was one of the members of the Com- 
mission, of the last Commission, 
that voted for the develop- 
ment of the Ivy Hill tract. I was 
impressed with Padula and his pro- 
grem for providing homes for the 
veterans, of the one and two-family 
type, to be bought by veterans in 
the neighborhood of $7500 to $10,000. 
I stuck with the proposition when 
things got tough insofar as the de- 
velopment of the tract was concerned, 
And then the houses went up to 
$14,500 and $18,500 and then $20,000 
for those duplex houses. I voted to 
sell the tract in the city sales to 
Padula for the further development 
of лотев. But I opposed from the 
outset the construction of these mor- 
strosities. I called them monstrosities 
at the time and I call them mon- 
strosities again today inasmuch as in 
the neighborhood of two or three 
thousand feet in circumference, the 
ratic of the homes are one and two- 
story type. And I said then, and I 
referred to the buildings as being 
Sore thumbs. And they still stand 
out as Empire buildings, if you will, 
in the neighborhood of one and two- 
family dwellings. And at that time 
the opposition of the neighbors, and 
of the surrounding municipalities, of 
South Orange and Maplewood were 
voiced. And it not only provides for 
the erection of fourteen story build- 
ings, but in all probabihty they wnll 


extend to sixteen, and if they сме 
to they could build them twenty and 
twenty-five or as many feet per set- 
back they want to. But it is the 
heighth hazard of the residential 
neighborhood. I opposed it at the out- 
set and I opposed it every time a 
roll call was called, And I see no 
reason for any admonition зу any- 
body, whetker he be a member of 
the Commission or anybody else, for 
my vote in the negative today. 


Mayor Villani: I want to say that 
I am voting for it because I feel that 
Newark is sorely in need of housing, 
and I am for any project апухТеге 
that will alleviate that situation. 


Commissioner Moran: I think, Mr. 
Mayor, that I would like to voice my 
expression as to why I voted for it. 
I think there might be some mis- 
understanding or disturbance with re- 
spect to the particular individual in- 
volved; but it should be on the over- 
all basis of the need of Newark for 
housing and for other things that we 
need. I don’t think that the decision 
should ke made just on the basis of 
the one single individual that we 
may have had difficulties or that we 
may have had troubles with. I don’t 
believe that the basis of the decision, 
fundamental as this is, should be 
made in terms of talking about or 
thinking about the one particular in- 
dividual. I think it should be done 
on the basis of the overall project, 
of the welfare of the city as a whole. 


Commissioner Keenan: My mind is 
on the project, and not on the par- 
ticular individual. 1 was the most 
impressed member with the last Com- 
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mission when Padula came in with 
the blueprints and when he said he 
was going to provide one and two- 
family homes for the veterans within 
their ability to pay. Now Padula, as 
an individual, has nothing to do with 
me. And whether I like him or not 
is beyond the point. I have never 
had any reason for disliking him; 
but these monstrosities I opposed 
them at the outset and I continued 
to oppose them today. And there is 
no reason for any remark as to why 
anyone would vote in the negative.

A regular meeting of the Board of 
Commissioners of the City of Newark, 
N. J. was held on the above date, in 
the Commissioners Chamber, City 
Hall, Newark, at 2:00 P. M. 


Acting Mayor Ellenstein: The meet- 
ing will come to order. The Clerk 
will call the roll. 


Present: Commissioners Carlin, El- 
lenstein, Keenan, Moran. 


Absent: Mayor Villani. 


Commissioner Keenan moved that 
the reading of the minutes of the 
previous meeting be dispensed with. 


The City Clerk: On first reading I 
have the following ordinances, all es- 
tablishing salaries in the various di- 
visions. First in the Fire and Police 
Divisions of the Department of Pub- 
lic Safety. And in the Department of 
Parks and Public Property, in the 
Bureau of Baths, in the Bureau of 
Sanitation, in the Bureau of Public 
Buildings. And in the Department of 
Public Affairs, in the Newark. City 


Hospital and in the Ivy Haven Power 
Plant, All these are on the $400. in- 
crease. 


Commissioner Keenan: I move that 
the safety ordinances be approved on 
first reading. 


Commissioner Moran: I second the 
motion. 


Acting Mayor Ellenstein: All in 
favor of the motion, signify by sav- 
ing aye; contrary minded no. The 
Clerk will call the roll. 


Yeas: Commissioners Carlin, Keen- 
an, Moran. 


Naye: Commissioner Ellenstein. 


Acting Mayor Ellenstein: I vote 
“no” for the reason that in present- 
ing these ordinances and giving more 
than the maintenance men receive 
from private enterprise does violence 
not only to the recommendations 
made by Dr. Messick who, in his re- 
port, for which the City spent $15,000, 
says these maintenance men are 
greatly overpaid from the survey he 


“made, аз compared to any other -poli- 


tical body on the various levels, State, 
County and local; and that if we are 
going to have an equalization pro- 
gram it all ought to be done at one 
tirae and equalized to the benefit of 
all the other City employees. I don’t 
be.ieve in giving any special consid- 
eration to any favored group, all in- 
spired by pressure. And for those 
reasons I vote “по.” 


The City Clerk: I have two ordi- 
nances here, one in the Ivy Haven 
Power Plant and one in the Newark 
City Hospital, in the Department of 
Public Affairs. 


Acting Mayor Ellenstein: I think 
that each ordinance should be read 
separately. 


5142 - An Ordinance creating the 
permanent position of Supervising 
Engineer in the Division of Engineer- 
ing and establishing the salary there- 
for. The ordinance was approved on 
first reading with Commisisoner Car- 
lin, Keenan and Moran voting in the 
affirmative and Commissioner Ellen- 
stein in the negative. The date set 
for further hearing and final passage 
was November 26. 


5143 - An Ordinance to establish 
salaries of certain positions in the 
Fire and Police Divisions of the De- 
partment of Public Safety. The ordi- 
narce was passed on first reading 
wita Commissioners Carlin, Keenan 
and Moran voting affirmatively and 
Coramissioner Ellenstein in the nega- 
tive. November 26th was the date set 
for further hearing and final passage. 


5144 - Ап Ordinance to establish 
salaries of certain positions in the 
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Bureau of Baths of the Department 
of Parks and Public Property. The 
ordinance was passed on first read- 
ing with Commissioners Carlin, Keen- 
an and Moran voting in the affirma- 
tive and Commissioner Ellenstein in 
the negative. The date fixed for fur- 
ther hearing and final passage was 
November 26th. 


5145 - An Ordinance to establish 
salaries of certain positions in the 
Bureau of Sanitation of the Depart- 
ment of Parks and Public Property. 
The ordinance was passed on first 
reading with Commissioners Carlin, 
Keenan, and Moran voting in the af- 
firmative and Commissioner Ellen- 
stein in the negative. November 26th 
was the date fixed for further hear- 
ing and final passage. 


5146 - An Ordinance to establish 
salaries of certain positions in the 
Bureau of Public Buildings in the 
Department of Parks and Public 
Property. The ordinance was passed 
on first reading with Commissioners 
Carlin, Keenan and Moran voting in 
the affirmative and Commissioner El- 
lenstein in the negative. November 
26th was the date set for further 
hearing and final passage. 


5147 - An Ordinance establishing 
salaries for certain positions in the 
Newark City Hospital was passed on 
first reading with Commissioners 
Keenan, Carlin and Moran voting af- 
firmatively and Commissioner Ellen- 
stein in the negative. November 26th 
was set for further hearing and final 
passage. | 


‘Commissioner Moran: In moving 
the approval: of this ordinance- -on 
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first reading in the Department of 
Public Affairs 1 just want to state 
for the record that in accordance 
with my own thinking, and in the 
thinking of what I consider to be 
the majority of the Commissioners 
the ordinance is prepared to extend 
to all of those in the Department of 
Public Affairs known as the skilled 
tradesmen up to a maximum of $400 
increase, to all of the skilled trades- 
men of the Department of Public 
Affairs. On an examination of even 
the minimum so-called maintenance 
rates of those unions it was found 
that it would take the $400 to bring 
them up to the so-called prevailing 
rate, with the exception of stationary 
engineers, where the computation of 
the salaries presently paid in the 
Department of Public Affairs as 
against what is known as the one 
singular salary amounts to $336.60. 
And the ordinance provides for the 
adjustment of salaries of all of the 
other skilled tradesmen in the amount 
of $400. And in the case of station- 
ary engineers $336.60. 1 therefore 
move the approval of this ordinance 
on first reading. 


Acting Mayor Ellenstein: “No,” 
and I want to say, in reply to what 
Director Moran said, that what he 
terms the prevailing rate is the struc- 
tural rate. And my objections to any 
increase of what the word mainte- 
nance means is because the union it- 
self in the different skills, with the 
exception of the electrical workers, 
do not charge private enterprise any 
more than these maintenance men 
are now receiving, and I could see 
no justification for increasing salaries 
beyond that which the union itself 
demands for maintenance men. And 


the only contention made is that 85% 
of the men now employed in these 
skilled trades by the City are doing 
structural work, and I would like to 
know, and I am going to insist upon 
knowing as one of the Commission- 
ers and as the fiscal officer of the 
City, just where those 85% of the 
men are engaged in doing structural 
work. And it is for that reason that 
I vote no. 


I have no objection to paying a 
skilled worker the same rate that the * 
union itself fixes and receives in pri- 
vate enterprise, but certainly there is 
no justification for going beyond that. 
And it is for that reason that my 
vote will be recorded as no. 


Commissioner Moran: I would like 
to say in answer to Director Ellen- 
stein that that is not essentially the 
fact, because we have received from 
each union so concerned a list of 
their rates, and they list in there 
their structural rates, and in many 
instances some of them have three 
rates, depending on the height of 
buildings, or one thing or another. 
And even the minimum rate, or what 
might be considered the maintenance 
rate even for them, in accordance 
with their contracts, the $400 increase 
would be necessary to bring them up 
to that rate. 


I would like to point out for him a 
case in point, where Director Ellen- 
stein makes some distinction аз be- 
tween structural and maintenance; 
and that is not essentially true with 
all of the crafts concerned in this 
increase. For instance there is no 
such thing in the stationary engineer 
union or firemen union for structural 


and maintenance. Stationary engineer 
and firemen throughout the entire 
C:ty and in this area, whether they 
work in the City or whether in pri- 


vete enterprise, are pretty much іп. 


the same basis of steady employment, 
52 weeks in a year, and their occu- 
pations are not seasonal. The adjust- 
ment of their rates with the going 
rates as paid by the breweries and 
by Bamberger’s and other firms that 
have been mentioned in private con- 
ferences, as I said before, would 
take the maximum of $400 to bring 
the firemen up to their provailing 
rates. And they have по structural 
rate. And it will take $336.60 to 
bring the engineers up to their level. 


Acting Mayor Ellenstein: If it is 
shown to me that they are receiving 
the same rate, the stationary engi- 
neers, I would vote for the ordinance; 
but the only information that I re- 
ceived was that the only craft that 
is now receiving the prevailing main- 
tenance rate is the electricians. And 
if that portion of the ordinance is 
segregated I would vote for the elec- 
tricians to receive the prevailing 
maintenance rates. However, there is 
another objection that I have. If we 
started on our equaliization program 
why should we then deal with one 
special group? The City Commission 
has been on record unanimously for 
the equalization. It has ‘been dis- 
cussed and discussed for a number 
of years, and if we are going to 
equalize salaries let’s do it in one 
fell swoop without giving any ad- 
vantage to any pressure group, who- 
ever they may be. And I think that 
it will show good faith by giving 
it to the other City employees, some 


b 
66C0 or 6800, an opportunity of re- 
ceiving their fair share of what is 
needed in equalizing the salaries. 


Commissioner Moran: The applica- 


tion of the $400 increase to tae em- 
ployees of the City of Newark has 
nothing whatsoever to do with the 
Messick program of equalization. I 
am wholeheartedly and in full accord, 
as expressed at the last meeting, in 
making equalization as between City 
employees effective at the same time, 
and I don't consider that the repre- 
sentatives of these trade union men 
are any more a pressure group than 
some of the other A. F. of L. unions 
that we have in our civic body, our 
C.LO, union, the P.T.A., the F.M.B.A. 
or many other organizations, the 
Health Inspectors or the Teachers 
Union, the Teachers Association. The 
representatives of these people are 
no more pressure groups than the 
others, It is my opinion, and un- 
fortunately—and we all know what 
conditions are in our economic life 
today — unfortunately — and many of 
us would have liked to have бопе 
more for the teachers and for the 
police and for the firemen and for 
ali City employees — the best we 
could do this year was to give $400. 
And it is my opinion, and it is the 
desire of the Commissioners in the 
light of the rising conditions, that 
$400 is a blanket increase for all 
employees, which was done to all ex- 
cept this group, pending further con- 
sideration. It is my hope and my de- 
sire that in my department and in 
all other departments that by the 
first of January and in the 1952 
budget we will be able to revaluate 
the inequities that exist, as they have 
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been disclosed by the Messick report 
and as they have been modified by 
the recent interest of Dr. Clee in the 
Civil Service, and make further ad- 
justments wherever they may be 
necessary, either upwards or down- 
wards during the current year 1952. 
And it is for that reason that I ex- 
tend to the employees in my depart- 
ment the $400 increase, and it is for 
that reason also that I made it very 
clear and I make it very definite 
even yet today, and that is why I 
ask for separate reading of the or- 
dinances; that during the current 
year of 1951 I will not vote for any 
employees receiving anything in ex- 
cess of $400. 


Acting Mayor Ellenstein: Director 
Moran well knows that the City 
Commissioners were unanimous, in 
making the 1951 budget, that these 
maintenance men were not to ге- 
ceive a $400 increase, and it is clear 
that that was the will of the entire 
Commission when they were left out 
of the consideration at the time they 
were making the budget. Now, it is 
all right for Director Moran to say 
that they are not a pressure group. 
І don't mind being forthright in 
making a statement— 


Commissioner Moran: (Interrupt- 
ing) I say they are no more of a 
pressure group than the other groups. 

Acting Mayor Ellenstein: Well, 
they were a pressure group at this 
time of the year when they came in. 
And as illogical as it is, they claim 
that 85% of the maintenance men 
were working on structural work. I 
don’t believe that a single Commis- 
sioner or any reasonable person who 


knows anything about the operation 
of a City will agree that anywheres 
near that per cent is working on 
structural work at any time. That is 
an after thought on the part of those 
men whö came in and sponsored the 
cause. 


Now, at one time I heard one of 
the Commissioners say that the men 
themselves are not seeking any in- 
crease, and I heard it very clearly, 
and I think every one of the Com- 
missioners themselves will recall that. 
And at this late date, as we are ap- 
proaching the end of the year I say 
that they are still a pressure group 
that came in and on the fantastic 
idea that 85% of the men were do- 
ing structural work, or trying to in- 
voke that as a reason for giving 
them increases that are not justified. 
That would be spending the taxpay- 
ers’ money with reckless abandon. 


Commissioner Carlin: The only 
point I want to make, Mr. Mayor, 
is that at no time to my knowledge 
did the Commissioners as а whole 
agree that there will be any increase 
granted to the mechanics. This mat- 
ter was discussed since January as 
to whether they would get the pre- 
vailing rate or the maintenance rate, 
and that is why the matter was 
brought to a head at the last meet- 
ing. 


Acting Mayor Ellenstein: Then 1 
am under a misconception; but how- 
ever assuming that is right—and it 
is not so—why then not wait until 
the beginning of next year and equal- 
ize the salaries of all City employ- 
ees? And not one special group. Why 
not wait? Why come here in the 


middle of November and change the 
situation? Why not wait until you 
have given the same consideration to 
other City employees, the 6800 of 
them ? 


Commissioner Carlin: This matter 
was brought up in January, February 
and March. 


Commissioner Moran: It was post- 
poned at least nine times because 
there was not a full Commission 
present. 


Acting Mayor Ellenstein: Then why 
not delay it until the first of Janu- 
ary? That is only six weeks off. Why 
not delay it and give all the City 
employees an opportunity to get 
equalization ? 


Commissioner Moran: You are only 
extending to these people what the 
other City employees have already 
received. 


Acting Mayor Ellenstein: All right; 
and if you have equalization you 
could come back there and if you 
found there is any injustice you could 
compensate them for it; but don’t 
pick out one special group on a fan- 
tastic theory that 85% of these peo- 
ple are working on structural work. 
Is there anybody who could justify 
that statement? | 


Commissioner Moran: According to 
the figures submitted by their repre- 
sentatives, if you considered it from 
a structural point of view the $400 
would not be sufficient. As I told you, 
in my department we made a com- 
plete examination of it, and in those 
occupations in my department it was 
determined that the lowest rate of 


the union, the lowest prevailing rate, 
could be considered for all intents 
and purposes as a maintenance rate, 
and it would still require, as in the 
case of the electricians, the $400 to 
bring them up to that rate. You 
mentioned the electricians. You take 
the lowest rate of the painters who 
have the lowest rate and it still takes 
$400 to bring them up to that rate. 


Acting Mayor Ellenstein: You are 
injecting something that rarely ос- 
curs. I know that painters have three 
different rates depending on the haz- 
ards. But that is begging the issue. 
But the fact is that we have gone 
through now for nine and a half 
months, or ten and a half months, 
and we are all committed to equalize 
salaries in the other departments. 
And at this late date consideration 
is given to one group, and without 
any consideration to all the other 
employees. And this particular posi- 
tion taken by all means revokes in 
entirety the Messick report, because 
Dr. Messick pointed out in his report 
that these maintenance men are great- 
ly overpaid. He. does not say that 
about the others. Now, that is re- 
voking practically the entire report, 
because he is very emphatic and vo- 
ciferous on that statement. And there 
isn’t a private industry that pays 
that amount of money, to say even 
the public bodies; not even the City 
of New York that pays on an aver- 
age of $800 less than these employ- 
ees are receiving now. Now, if that 
is not discrimination I don’t know 
what is. 


Commissioner Moran: I would like 
to say this, Director, and without 
criticism, because the same thing ex- 
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ists in my department, by a consci- 
entious survey and a better applica- 
tion of the activities which resulted 
to a large extent in almost every de- 
partment of the director of that de- 
partment making his own analysis 
with respect to the recommendations 
of the Messick report, with regard 
to the refusal of Dr. Clee in the 
Civil Service Commission ta go along 
with certain sections of the Messick 
report— 


Acting Mayor Ellenstein: (Inter- 
rupting) What has Dr. Clee got to 
do with this question? 


Commissioner Moran: Well, your 
department met with him the same 
as mine and everybody else's, And 
with respect to the conscientious job 
that the standarization committee has 
done as of this date, in my opinion 
the Messick report has been com- 
pletely emasculated anyhow, and the 
basis of adjusting inequities will 
evolve, as it should have in the first 
place, on the shoulders of the respec- 
tive directors of the departments who 
cannot and should not have shirked 
their responsibilities; and that can 
only be done by the direct decisions 
and the knowledge by the director of 
that department in terms of his 
knowledge of the services and value 
thereof that are performed by the 
employees -of that department to the 
City of Newark. 


Acting Mayor Ellenstein: I heard 
you to say that you were going along 
with the equalization program in ac- 
cordance with the Messick report. 


Commissioner Moran: But the Mes- 
sick report has been emasculated. The 


application of the $400 wage increase 
alone has emasculated the recom- 
mendations of the Messick report. 


Acting Mayor Ellenstein: So no 
part of the Messick report is of 
value? 


Commissioner Moran: In my opin- 
ion, no. 


Acting Mayor Ellenstein: All right. 
One of the Commissioners says it is: 
of no value at all; but however— 


| Commissioner Keenan: (Interrupt- 
ing) And that applies to me too. 


Commissioner Carlin: For the rec- 
ord, I have not reached my final de- 
cision on the report. 


Commissioner Keenan: It is a good 
thing that we have not paid him 
$40,000 for the report. 


Commissioner Moran: Don’t misun- 
derstand me. I think Dr. Messick did 
an outstanding job, but I find since 
the time he did the job circumstances 
beyond his control, and factors that 
he himself was not informed about 
could have been adjusted. 


Acting Mayor Ellenstein: Oh, no. 

Commissioner Moran: Oh, yes. Dr. 
Messick in making his original sur- 
vey was very confident that he could 
get blanket approval of the Civil 
Service with respect to certain 
changes. But with the appointment 
of Dr. Clee as head of Civil Service 
Dr. Clee has made it very evident

Commissioner Moran: In other 
words, it provides for increases in 
excess of $400.00? 


Commissioner Carlin: Yes. It goes 
up as high as $1100.00 for the Black- 
smith and $900.00 for the Carpenters, 
$800.00 for the Stationary Engineers, 
$1000.00 for the Blacksmith’s helper, 
$800.00 for the Masons, $1500.00 for 
the Plumbers, and $900.00 for the 
Plumber Foreman, 
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supposed to be doing structural work 
as differentiated with those doing 
maintenance work with the other 
6500 and some odd employees in the 
employ, and those in the educational 
system. It all should be done at one 
time. And under these ordinances, 
after the $400.00 increase, some of 
the employees will be receiving $800.00 
more in Mayor Villani’s department 
than they are in Director Keenan’s 
department. 


Mayor Villani: That is right. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: Апа it 
shows a variance right there. Now, 
that is going to create more obsta- 
cles and more chaotic conditions if 


an effort is not made to equalize all of 
the salaries. And I think it can well 
be left until next Tuesday, which is 
the day we are going to sit down 
anj continue to do it until there is 
an equalization throughout all of the 
departments, And if that were done, 
it would be done in an orderly fash- 
ion, and there would be no injustice 
dene to the other employees, and 
then you could determine the con- 
siderations that will be given in oth- 
er directions, whether they be the 
white collar class or those employed 
ir maintenance and the so-called 
structural work. 


l am opposing the increase in the 
structural worker. And the reason for 
the differential is not in the making 
cf Director Carlin's. Because іп 1943 
the same committee came to me 
when I was in the department then 
called the Department of Public Af- 
“airs, and at that time I pointed out 
то the Labor representatives that we 
were paying more for maintenance 
employees than the unions- were de- 
manding from private enterprise in 
the city and throughout the metro- 
politan area, and it was for that 
reason that 1 decreased the salaries 
of those men in my department. Now, 
I can see that there is going to be 
an avalanche of those in the other 
departments and in other vocational 
activities who will, by comparison, 1 
believe, point out to the City Com- 
mission logically and reasonably, rea- 
sons that will be far different than 
that, as compared to what is being 
paid now to maintenance men sup- 
posedly doing structural work. I think 
a survey ought to be made, and I 
will ask Mayor Villam to give me a
